Judge B. F. Walker arrived this 
morning at 10:30 o'clock and at once 
called a special session of the Wilkes 
euperior court for the purpose of pass- 
ing a second death sentence on the 
negro Walker, who was brought from

After the sentence of the court had 
been pronounced and the time fixed for 
Walker's execution at 2 o'clock today, 
John C. Hollenshead, of Lincoln coun- 
ty, a brother of the murdered man, at- 
tempted to kill the negro prisoner be- 
fore 
cell, 

Shot Fired at Negro. 

Only one shot was fired, and that 
took effect in the right cheek of the 
condemned negro. 

The courthouse was wéll filled when 
the shot was fired and consternation 
reigned for a time 

A hasty exit of a score of citizens, 
tomether with a yell of “where is Wal- 
ker,” gave the Impression that the 
negro had made another sensational 
dash for liberty. 

The negro was only sligthly wound- 
ed and was rushed from the side door 
to the jail adjoining the courthouse 
by Sheriff Bobo, where his flesh wound 
was dressed by the county physician. 

Walker was not sufficiently wound- 
ed to interfere with his legal execu- 
tion, which occurred this afternoon at 
2 o'clock. 

His neck was broken and he was pro- 
nounced dead in elght minutes. 

Collapses After Shooting. 

Hollenshead-—suffered a physical and 
nervous collapse after the shooting in 
the courthouse and was taken from 
the building by several friends. 

He had since the death of his brother 
advised that

During the last search of four days 
and. nights, Hollenshead, who is a 
prominent planter of Linceln county, 
had joined the county officials in the 
hunt for Walker and was not in:con- 
trol of his faculties. 

Walker Killed C. Hollenshead,

He was captured the same night 
ebout ten miles from here and was de- 
livered to Deputy Sheriff John W. Cal- 
loway, from whom he was taken by 
a mob at midnight, bent on lynching.

vember 2 in Lincoln county and was 
taken to Atianta for safe keeping.

The count of ballots at 8:30 tonight 
in 76 precincts out of a total of 317 
gave Alexander 77,999, and Harriman 
10,554. This shows a gain for Alexan- 


der of about 3 to 1 compared with the | 


primary vote. ° . 
Forced to yield the first place in the 
nominating ballot October 31, when 
the vote cast totalled 45,060, Mayor 
Alexander polled today apparently 
more than a two-to-one majority over 
Harriman in a vote which totalled 
140,880. When Harriman gained a 
plurality of 3,000 over the mayor in 
the October primary the registration 
was approximately 75,000. Today 187,- 
000 persons, including 85,000 women, 
were entitled to vote. a 
At 8:15 -o’clock the socialists left 
their headquarters admitting defeat, 
but refused to make a statement.

CONFESSION TO THE COURT 
BY JAMES B, M’NAMARA 


Los Angeles, Cal. December 5.— 
The confession which James B. Mc- 
Namara had written out and which 
was read in court before he was 
sentenced, follows: 4 

“Tl. James B. McNamara, defen- 
dant in the case of the people, hav- 
ing heretofore pleag guilty to the 
crime of murder, desire to make 
this statement of facts: 

“And this is the truth: On the 
night of September 30, 1910, at 5:45 
p. m., I placed in Ink Alley, a por- 
tion of The Times building, a suit- 
case containing sixteen sticks of 80 
per cent dynamite, set to explode 
at 1. o'clock. the next morning. It 
was my intention to injure the 
building and scafe the owners. I 
did not intend to take the life of 
anyone. I sincerely regret that 
these unfortunate men lost their 
lives. If the giving ‘of my life 
would. bring them back I would 
gladly give it. In fact, in plead- 
ing guilty to murder in the first 
degree, I have placeg my life in 
the hands of the state. 

“JAMES B. M’NAMARA.”

Rebel Gomez and 10 of His

Gomez and His Men Had Been 
Promised Safe Conduct by 
Madero, But the Mob Paid 
No Attention to the Pledges 
of the President. 


Mexico City, December 5.—‘‘Che’’ Go- 
mez, whose rebellion at Juchitan re- 
sulted in a clash between President 
Madero and the governor of Oaxaca, 
was lynched this afternoon at Rincon 
Antonio. Ten of Gomez's partisans 
met a like fate. 

Gomez, who was on his way to the 
capital accompanied by ten of his fol- 
lowers, was taken from the train at 
Rincon Antonio, Oaxaca, yesterday af- 
ternoon and placed in jail by order of 
Governor Juarez, in spite of the fact 
that he had been promised safe con- 
duct by the president, and bore a 
passport signed by the executive. 

' ' Faken From Jail by Mob. 

He was taken from the jail by a mob 
of residents of the little town, aug- 
mented by hundreds from the neigh- 
poring regions, marched two miles 
from town and shot to death, 

Noting the ugly temper of the people 
an anticipating trouble, the local au- 
thorities reported the situation to Gov- 
ernor Benito Juarez, who was in San 
Geronimo, about 40 miles from Rincon 
Antonio. He secured the consent of

It made an hour of a cold December 
afternoon warm enough for the Hot- 
tentots of the torrid gone.

General Manager Carey's remarks, 
when he deciinea to resign, which are 
quoted above, made a very unique fca- 
ture in the municipal history for At- 
lanta, for there wa, he, the sead of a 
city department, teiling tne mcimbers 
vf a city board what he thought avvut 
them! 

The row stu.ted when Commissioner 
Hurtel offereu a resoiution tu recon- 
sider a resolution which had b-.en 
adopted at a previous meeiing aud 
which called upon General Ma.ager 
Carey to resign. Mr. Hurtel stated in 
his motion that a minority of the 
yoard naa asked for mr. Larey 5 Fee* 
ignation and, the request had been 
made without the vestige of official 
charges and with no jormal reason 
being assigned ror such-action. 

‘here was very little discussion at 
this point and when the vote was taken 
it stood as folfows: 

To Reconsider—Mayor Winn, Alder- 
man Warren President Eubanks and 
Commissioner Hurtel—4. 

Not to Reconsider—Commissioners 
Pucket, Bond, Pitts, Cochran and Wil- 
by—5. The same five that voted the 
same way at the former meeting. 

Absent—Commissioners Van Houten 
and Anderson, 

Commissioner M. B. Young was exX- 
cused from voting as he had recently 
been elected a member of the commis- 
sion and knew nothing of the history 
of the matter under consideration, He 
said, however, that he had heard of 
things about the department that might 
be investigated. 

Commissioner. Hurtel moved that a 
committee of five be appointed to in- 
vestigate why five members of the 
board had asked for the general man- 
ager’s resignation. 

Commissioner Puckett, moved as a 
substitute that all the members of the 
board investigate the entire park de- 
partment. 

Commissioner Hurtel wanted to know 
if.that meant members of the board, 
and Commissioner Cochran replied,

he thinks he knows, then let him keep 
quiet and not revert to the silly sub- 
terfuge of asking somebody to resign. 
It is all child’s play and will not meet 
with the approbation of the good peo- 
ple of this city.” 

Mayor Winn took the floor and said: 

“What is this board going to be call- 
ed upon to investigate? Who has made 
a single charge against Dan Carey? 
Who says he has embezzled the city’s 
funds, or allowed the grass to grow 
in riotous confusion in our parks, or 
has discriminated against the monkeys 
or tried to elope with the elephant? 
Why, gentlemen, this thing of calling 
on the general manager to resign has 
neither rhmye nor reason to sustain it. 
I cannot understand for the life of me 
how any department can demand the 
resignation of an official unless there 
have been charges preferred, If Dan 
Carey has been guilty of neglect of 
duty or malfeasance in office, or has 
heen derelict in any way, let the com- 
missioner who has heard of any such 
things stand up here like a man and 
prefer his charges.” 

Commissioner Puckett stated that he 
had called for the investigation be- 
cause Mayor Winn had told him that 
was the best way to settle the matter, 

Let Charges Be Preferred. 

Mayor Winn replied that what he had 
said to Mr. Puckett was that if there 
were any charges against Mr. Carey it 
was the proper thing to do to investi- 
gate and not call for his resignation, 

Commissioner Wilby secured the 
floor and began to read a statement 
from several typewritten pages, in 
which he sought to explain why he 
had voted to ask Mr. Carey to resign. 
He said in substance that he did not 
believe a general manager of parks 
was necessary, and the park could be 
better managed without Mr. Carey's 
superintendence. He said he had not 
been actuated by the stand Mr. Carey 
took for a commission government. 
Just along here there rose somewhat 
of an exciting dialogue, as follows: 

Mr. Wilby—‘“I have been actuated 
solely by what I believed to be right 
for the city, and I have no personal 
feelings in it whatever.” 

Mr. Hurtel—"“Mr. Wilby, did you not 
recently try to get some flowers from 
Grant park and was turned down?” 

Mr. Wilby—‘“I can explain that with- 
out any trouble.

Carey for some flowers while I was 
in his office, and I was inquiring

Fear of Feudism. 

The United States government will

Something of the same fear of ter- 
rorism brought by those explosions 
flitted through a crowd of nearly 
15,000 persons today as it sirged back 
and forth around the jail, expecting 
to see the McNamaras taken to the 
Hall of Records, where previous scenes 
in the trial had been enacted.

LAWYER DEFENDS COMRADE'S

At the first battle of Manassas, Frank 
Chambers, a soldier in the Third Geor- 
gia regiment, in making a charge, fell 
seriously wounded. At the risk of his 


‘life, Hiram Hartley, a comrade, whose 


home was also in Twiggs county, defied 
a rain of bullets and rescued his fallen 
friend, carrying him off the field om his 
back. When he recovered, Mr. Cham- 
bers vowed that if the time ever came 
he would repay his hervic savior. To- 
day he is defending the son of Hiram 
Hartley, who is on trial for hig life in 
the superior court on a charge of 
murder. ‘Judge Chambers and the aged 
father, both gray-haired, occupy ad- 
joining seats, and are making a de- 
termined effort to save young John 
Hartley from the gallows. 


John H. Hartley, a blacksmith, for- 
merly of Twiggs county, is being tried 
in the superior court for the murder 
of John V. Rugsell, a mechanic, @ 
man with whom he was unacquanited. 

He shot Russell six times. Hartley 
claims self-defense, and says that the 
trouble between him and the deceased 
was primarily due to the fact that 
Russell had alienated Mrs. Hartley's 
affections.

GREAT INTEREST SHOWN 
IN POSTOFFICE STORY 


Generally Admitted That New 
Building Will Be Needed 
in Five Years. 


A great interest was aroused by the 
story published in The Constitution of 
Tuesday morning to the effect that 
owing to the growth of the business 
of the Atlanta postoffice a new build- 
ing would be required for the hand- 
ling of the mail within the next five 
years. 

Should the government 
the money for a site at 
session oOf congress and should this 
money become available during the 
latter part of 1912, it is hardly prob- 
able that a satisfactory purchase could 
be effected before early in 1913. Then 
another year woulg moSst likely be re- 
quired to land an-appropriation for 
the building, after which a year or 
two would be consumed in the con- 
struction of same. 

Thus it fis seen that if the authori- 
ties get busy at once they will not be 
able. to complete a few  postoffice 
building before the time it is admitted 
one will be required. 

The present floor space of the mail- 
ing departments is approximately 200 
féet square and the ground floor space 
in the new building will, be about 400 
feet. square. : 

The government is just now figuring 
on an appropriation of $50,000 to fin- 
‘ish up the fifth floor of the present 
federa! building. Postmaster McKee 
is himself authority for the declara- 
tion that the finishing up of this floor 
will not adq to the floor space of the 
postoffice. He says a haif dozen ad- 
ditional stories would not help the 
situation for the reason that it is es- 
sential that the handling of the mail 
be confined to the ground floor.

For many years have the citizens of 
Atlanta, not only on the ‘south side, 
but from every other section, been 
clamoring for good driveways to Grant 
park. Now, since members of the al- 
dermanic board and city council, back- 
ed by the mayor and assured of co- 
operation by The Constitution, have 
called for the improvements, it seems 
a certainty that this long-wanted and 
much-needed work will soon be done. 

The Constitution could* secure any 
number of interviews from south- 
side citizens indorsing the plan to 
build driveways to Grant park, but the 
following well-known citizens of the 
third ward will suffice to show what 
the sentiment is in regard to the great 
and good work which council is ex- 
pected to make one of the most im- 
portant features in the January 
budget:

FEDERAL INCORPORATION 
URGED’ BY THE PRESIDENT 


And Also Supplemental Legis- 
Jation That Would Describe 
Unfair Methods of Compe- 
tion—-Dissolution of the To- 
bacco Trust Is Discussed at 
Length by the President. 


Washington, December 5.—Presi- 
dent Taft's annual message to con- 
gress, devoted this year entirely to 
the trusts, was vigorously applauded 
on the republican side of the house of 
representatives today, where it was 
read at 12 o'clock. 

The message follows: 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 
Sentatives: This message is the first 
of several I shall] send to congress dur- 
ing the interval between the opening 
of its regular ‘session and its ad- 
journment for the Christmas holidays. 
The amount of information to be com- 
mrunicated as to the operations of the 
government, the number of important 
subjects calling for comment by the 
executive, and the transmission to 
congress of exhaustive reports of spe- 
cjal commissions, make it impossible 
to include in one message of a reason- 
able length a discussion of the topics 
that ought to be brought to the atten- 
tion of the national legislature at its 
first regular session.

POINTS IN TAFT’S TRUST MESSAGE. | 

The president devotes the entire message to. the so-¢alled “trust ques- 

tion,” stating he will send messages on otlier themes between the present 
date and the Christmas adjournment. 

He holds that while the recent Standard Oi] and American Tobacco 
decision furnish “useful precedents,” they suggest the need of supple 
mental legislation. . : 

The-president defends the rule of reason and common law tests laid 
down by the supreme court, declaring that it does not, as has been charged, 
effect combinations save where they control prices or stifle competition. 
The decisions do not-commit to the court unlimited discretion to determine 
whether a given case is in restraint of trade. The court must follow the 
common law definition of restraint, which is clearly defined. There can 
be no distinction between moderate or immoderate use of power to estab- 
lish monopoly, in other words, “good and bad trusts.” 

As offenses against the law and the law itself become better under- 
stood criminal prosecution may be expected to increase. At present juries 
are averse to. such. 

The dissolution decree against Standard Oil and American Tobacco 
are analyzed, the president deciding that compliance therewith will show 
a decided change of ownership. The complaint of the independents is 
answered with the statement that the statute does not object to large 
accumulations of capital, per se, but only when they are used to stifle 
competition or promote ‘monopoly. The statute does not contemplate 
confiscation. The decree dissolving the tobacco trust.is lauded as ideal. 

The ‘president does not believe that the torn apart companies of the 
trust can get together, by the pooling of common stock ownership, without 
exciting notice and prosecution. . He believes competition will be effective. 
Other’ combinations are named that are voluntarily reorganizing to comply 
with the law. 

“Mere size is no sin against the law.” Agitation for repeal of the 
Sherman law as destructive of business is based upon a misapprehension 
of its intent. Only when capital and combination reach such volume, or 
combination so arranges itself as deliberately to restrain trade,'is the 
statute violated. , 

Complaint of lack of definiteness in the statute is met with the decla- 
ration that its violation is to be determined by the intent of those subject 
to it, and not by any hard and fast rule of size or combination. 

Repeal or remedies suggested present glittering generalities, and noth- 
ing as definite as the rule laid down by the supreme court. 

Supplemental legislation, ‘not repeal, is needed. Attempt and purpose 
to drive a competitor out of business, the making of exclusive contracts 
or coercion, should be described by law so as to enable prosecution as 
single misdemeanors, rather than an entire conspiracy, and with the pur- 
pose of pointing out to the business world in detail what must be avoided. 
Attention is drawn to his special message of January 7, 1910, in which the 
danger to business of the dissolution of trusts is pointed out, and federal 
incorporation suggested. 

The recommendation for federal incorporation is renewed, with the 
declaration that a negative statute like the Sherman law may well be sup- 
plemented by a positive statute for the constructive upbuilding of business 
and definition of its rights. 

The courts should have the aid of experts in the bureau of corpora- 
tions in framing reorganization plans. There should be a federal corpo- 
ration commission for the purpose of inquiry and supervision. Granting 
of a federal charter would. not exempt from prosecution under the Sherman 
law. Such a bureau wowld also co-operate with courts in dissolving and 
recreating combinations. 

Federal incorporation should be made voluntary until experience has 
dictated that it be made mandatory. Federal incorporation must track 
the supreme court’s rule of action, otherwise individualism is banished 
and there will be a long step toward state socialism. 

The president denies that the Shermans law has not accomplished 
good, pointing out that in the one instance of the Northern Securities de- 
cision the movement toward one-man control of the country’s railroads 
was stopped for all time. Concluding, Mr. Taft declares ruthless combina- 
tions and monopolies should be made unlawful, and that if absolute control 
of conditions and prices in the field of industry are made permanent in a 
few hands, individual enterprise and effort will be paralyzed.

Common Stock Ownership. 


It has been assumed that. the pres- 
ent pro rata and common ownership 
in all these companies by ormer 
stockholders of the trust would insure 
a continuance of the same old single 
control of all the companies into 
which the trust has by decree been 
‘disintegrated. This is erroneous and 
Fe based upon the assumed inefficacy 
and innocuousnéss of judicial injunc- 
tions. The companies are enjoined 
from co-operation or combination; 
they have different managers, direc- 
tors, parsnesieg and sales agents. If 
all or many the numerous stock- 
holders, reaching into the thousands, 
attempt to secure concerted action of 
the companies with a view to the con- 
trol of the market, their number is so 
large that such an attempt could not 
well be concealed, and its prime mov- 
ers and all its participants would .be 
at once subject to contem-+ proceed- 
ings and imprisonment of a summary 
character. The immediate result of 
the present situation will necessarily 
be activity by all the companies under 
different. managers, and then compe- 
tition must follow, or there will be 
activity by one company and staena- 
tion by another. Only a short time 
will inevitably lead to a change in 
ownership of the stock, as all oppor- 
tunity for continued co-operation must 
disappear. Those critics who .speak 
of this disintegration in the trust as 
a mere change of garments have ‘not 
given consideration to the inevitable 
working of the decree and under- 
stand little the personal danger of at- 
tempting to evade orgset at naucht 
the solemn injunction ofa.court whose 
object is made plain by the decree and 
whose inhibitions are set forth with 
a detail and comprehensiveness wun- 
exampled in the history of equity ju- 
risprudence. 


Voluntary Reorganisations. 


The effect of these two decisions has 
led to decrees dissolving the combina- 
tion of manufacturers of electric 
lamps, a southern wholesale grocers’ 
association, an interlocutory decree 
against the powder trust with direc- 
tions by the circuit court compelling 
dissolution, and other combinations of 
a similary history are now negotlating 
with the department of justice looking 
to a disintegration by decree and re- 
organization in agcordance with law.

Movement for Repeal. 


But now that the anti-trust act Is 
seen to be effective for the accom- 
Plishment of the purpose of its enact- 
ment, we are met by a cry from many 
different quarters for its repeal. It is 
said to be obstructive of business 
progress, to be an attempt to restore 
old-fashioned methods of destructive 
competition between small units, and 
to make impossible those useful com- 
binations of capital and the reduc- 
tion of the cost of production that are 
essential to continued prosperity and 
normal growth. : 

In the recent decisions the supreme 
court makes clear that there is noth- 
ing in the statute which condémns 
combinations of capital or mere big- 
ness of plant organized to secure econ- 
omy in production and a reduction of 
its cost. It is onl when the pur- 
pose or necessafy effect of the organ- 
ization and maintenance of the com- 
bination or the aggregation of im- 
mense size are the stifling of competi- 
tion, actual and potential, and the en- 


trade or commerce of the several states 
or with foreign nations.” 

In two early cases, where the statute 
was invoked to enjoin a transporta- 
tion rate agreement between interstate 
railroad companies, it was held that 
it was no defense to show that. the 
agreement as to rates complained of 
was reasonable at common law, be- 
cause it was said that the statute was 
directed against all contracts and com- 
binations in restraint of trade whether 
‘reasonable at common law or not. It 
was plain from the record, however, 
that the contract« complained of in 
those cases would not have been 
deemed reasonable at common law. In 
Subsequent cases. the court said .that 
the statute should be given a reason- 
ablé construction and fefused to in- 
clude within its inhibition certain con- 
tractural restrains of trade which it 
denominated as incidental or as indi- 
réct. 


the court excepted from the operation 
of the statute were instances which, 
at common law, would have been called 
reasonable. In the Standard Oi) and 
Tobacco cases, therefore, the court 
merely adopted the tests of the com- 
mon law, and in defining exceptions 
to the literal application of the statute 
only substittted for the test of being 
fmcidental or indirect, that of being 

asonable, and this, without varying 
m the slighteat the actual scope and 
effect of the statute. In other words, 
all the cases under the statute which 
have been decided would have been de- 
cided the same way if the court had 
originally accepted in its construction 
the rule at common law. 

It has been said that the court, by 
introducing~ into the construction of 
the statute common law distinctions 
has emasculated it. This is obviousiy 
untrue. Ky its judgment every con- 
tract and combination in restraint of 
interstate trade made with the purpose 
or necessary effect of controlling 
prices by stifling competition, or estab- 
lishing in whole or tn part a monopoly 
of such trade, is condemned by the 
statute. The most extreme critics can 
not instance a case that ought to be 
condemned under the statute which !s 
not brough?P within its terms as thus 
construed.

The merging of two or more business 
Plants necessarily eliminates competi- 
tion between the units thus combined, 
but this elimination is in contraven- 
tion of the statute only when the com- 
bination is made for purpose of end- 
ing this particular competition in or- 
der to secure control of, and enhance, 
prices and create a monopoly. 


Lack of Definiteness. 


The complaint is made of the statute 
that it is not sufficiently definite in its 
description of that which is forbidden, 
to enable Dusiness men to avoid its 
violation The suggestion is, that we 
may have a combination of two cor- 
porations, which may run on for years, 
and that swbhsequently the attorney 
general may. conclude that it was a 
violation of the statute. The answer 
to this ‘hypothetical case is that when 
men attempt to amass such stupendous 
Capital as will enablé them to sup- 
press competition, control prices and 
establish a monopoly, they know the 
purpose of their acts. Men do not do 
such a thing without having it cledrly 
in mind. If what they do is merely 
for the purpoge of reducing the cost 
‘of production, without the thought of 
suppressing competition by use of the 
[ bigness of the plant they are creating, 
then they cannot be convicted at the 
time the union is made, nor can they 
be convicted later, unless it happen 
that later on they conclude to sup- 
press competition and take the usua) 
metheds for doing so, and thus estab- 
‘lish for themselves a monopoly. They 
can, in such a case, hardly complain 
if the motive which subsequently’ is 
disclosed ig attributed by the court to 
the original combination, 


New Remedies Suggested. 


Much is said of the repeal of this 
statute and of constructive legislation 
intended to accomplish the purpose 
and blaze a clear path for honest mer- 
chants and siness men to follow. It 
may be that such a plan will be 
evolved, but I submit that the dis- 
cussions which have been brought out 
in recent days by the fear of the con- 
tinued execution of the anti-trust law 
have produced nthing but Slittering 
generalities and have offered no line 
of. distinction or rule of,action as 
definite and as clear as that which the 
supreme court itself lays down in en- 
forcing the statute. 


Supplemental Legislation Not Repeal. 


I see no objection, and indeed I can 
see decided advantages, in the enact- 
ment of a law which shall describe and 
denounce methods of competition 
which are unfair and are badges of 
the unlawful purpose denounced in the 
anti-trust law. The attempt and pur- 
pose to suppress a competitor by un- 
derselling him at a price so unprofit- 
able as to drive him out of business, 
or the making of exclusive contracts 
with customers under which they are 
required to give up association with 
other manufacturers, and numerous 
kindred methods for stifling competi- 
tion and effecting monopoly, should he 
described with sufficient accuracy in a 
criminal statute on the one hand <to 
enable the government to shorten its 
task by prosecuting single misdemean- 
ors instead of an entire conspiracy. 
and, on the other hand, to serve the 
purpose of pointing out more in detail 
to the business community what must 
be avoided. 


Federal Imecorperation Recommended. 


In a special message to congress on 
January 7, 1910, I ventured to point out 
the disturbance to usiness that would 
probably attend the dissolution of these 
offending trusts. I said: 

“But such an investigation and pos- 
sible prosecution of corporations whose 
property or destruction affects the 
comfort not only of stockholders but ef 
millions of wage earners, employees, 
and associated tradesmen must neces- 
sarily tend to disturb the confidence of 
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t business community, to dry up the 
es flowing sources of capital from its 
places of hoarding, and produce 4 pee 
in our special prosperity that wi 
cause suffering and strained circum- 
stances among the innocent many for 
the faults of the guilty few. The ques- 
tion which I wish in this message to 
bring clearly to the consideration and 
discussion of congress is whether, in 
order to avoid such a possible business 
danger, something cannot be done by 
which these’ business combinations. may 
be offered a means, without great 
financial disturbance, of changing the 
character, organization, and extent of 
their business into one within the lines 
of the law under federal control and 
supervision, securing compliance with 
i-trust 
ey net . in the industrial combli- 
nations called ‘trusts,’ the principal 
business is the sale of goods in many 
states and in foreign markets; in other 
words, the interstate and foreign busi- 
néss far exceeds the business done in 
any one state. This fact will justify 
the federal government in granting a 
federal charter to such a combination 
to make and sell in interstate and for- 
eign commerce the products of useful 
magufacture under such limitations as 
will secure a compliance with the anti- 
trust law. It is possible so to frame 
a statute that while it offers protection 
to a federal company ageinst harm- 
ful, vexatious, and unnecessary 
vasion by the states, it shall subject it 
to redsonable taxation and control by 
the states with respect to its purely 
local business. . .- .:- 
“Corporations organized under thie 
act should be prohibited from ac- 
quiring and holding stock in other cor- 
porations (except for special reasons, 
upon approval by the proper federal 
authority), thus avoiding the creation 
under national auspices of the holding 
company with subordinate corporations 
in different states, which has been such 
an effective agency in the creation of 
the great trusts and monopolies. 
“If the prohibition of the anti-trust 
act against combinations in restraint 
of trade is to be effectively enforced, 
it is essential that the national gov- 
ernment shall provide for the creation 


statute. 


legitimate business throughout the 
United States. The conflicting laws of 
the different states of the union with 
respect to foreign corporations make 
it difficult, if not impossible, for one 
corporation to comply with their re- 
quirements so as to carry on business 
in a number of different states.” 

I renew the recomendation of the 
enactment of a general law providing 
for the voluntary formation of corpo- 
rations to engage in trade and com- 
merce among the states and with for- 
eign nations. Every argument which 
was then advanced for such a law, and 
every explanation which was at that 
time offered to possible objections, 
have been confirmed by our experience 
since the enforcement of the anti-trust 
statute has resulted in the actual dis- 
solution of active commercial organ- 
izations. 

It is even more manifest now than 
it was then that the denunciation of 
conspiracies in restraint of trade 
should not and does not mean the de- 
nial of organizations large enough ‘to 
Be intrusted with our interstate and 
foreign trade. It has been made more 
clear now than it was then that a 
purely negative tute like the anti- 
trust law may well be supplemented by 
specific provisions for the vogue « up 
and regulation of legitimate national 
and foreign commerce, 
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imate corporations, has made it 
enh 5m apparent that the courts are 
not provided with the administrative 
machinery, or to pursue such inquiries, 
and they should be empowered to in- 
voke the aid of the bureau of corpora- 
tions in determining the suitable re- 
organization of the disintegrated 
parts. The circuit court and the at- 
torney general were greatly aided in 
framing the decree in the tobacco trust 
dissolution by an expert from the 
bureau. of corporations. 


Federal Corporation Commission Pro- 


I do not set forth in detail the terms 
and sections of’a statute which might 
supply the constructive legislation per- 
mitting and aiding the formation of 
combinations of capital into federal 
corporations. They should be subject 
to rigid rules as to their organization 
and procedure, including effective pub- 
licity, and to” the closest supervision 
as to the issue of stock and bonds by 
an executive bureau. or commission in 
the department of commerce and labor, 
to which in times 
well submit their proposed plans for 
future business. It must be distinctly 


understood that incerporation under a 


federal jaw could not exempt’the com- 
pany thus formed and its incorpora- 
tors and managers from. prosecution 
under the anti-trust ‘law for subse- 
quent illegal conduct, but the publicity 
of its procedure and the opportunity 
for frequent consultation with the bu- 
reau or commission in charge of the 
corporation as to the legitimate pur- 
pose of its trangactions would. offer it 
as great security against successful 
prosecutions for violations of the law 
as would be practical or wise. 

Such a bureau or commission might 
well. be. invested also. with the duty 
already referred to, of aiding courts 
in the dissolution and re-creation of 
trusts within the law. It should be an 
executive tribunal of the dignity -and 
power of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency or the interstate commerce com- 
mission, which now exercise supervis- 
ory power over important classes of 
corporations under federal regulation. 

The drafting of such 2 federal incor- 
poration law would offer ample oppor- 
tunity to prevent many manifest evils 
in corporate .management today, in- 
cluding irresponsibility of control in 
the hands of the few who are not the 
real owners. 

Incorporation Voluntary. 

I recommend that the federal char- 
ters thus to be granted shall be volun- 
tary, at least until experience justifies 
mandatory provisions. The Lenefit.to 
be derived from the operation of great 
businesses under the protection of such 
a charter would attract all who are 
anxious to keep within the lines of the 
law. Other large combinations that 
fail to take advantage of the federal 
incorporation will not have a right to 
cémplain if their failure is ascribed to 
unwillingness to submit their trans- 
actions to the careful official scrutiny, 
competent supervision and publicity 
attendant upon the enjoyment of stich 
a charter. ;* 

Only Supplemental Legisiation Needed. 

The opportunity thus suggested- for 
federal incorporation, it seems to me, 
is  sujtable constructive legislation 
néeded to facilitate the squaring of

In campaigns for party nominations 
for office, personal affiliations play a 
greater part than in party campaigns 
for election of office, where loyalty to 
the party platform is often—perhaps 
too often—-the paramount considera- 
tion determining the baliot cost by 
the voters. 

This is a campaign for primary 
nomination and the natural tendency of 
the hundred thousand voters who fol- 
lowed Governor Brown te victory in 
One campaign and to narrow defeat 
in another, will be to follow the per- 
sonal cBoice expressed by their ballots 
in previous tests of loyalty. 

To my mind, this tendency is em pha- 
sized and strengthened in the present 
campaign by the fact that the record 
accomplished by him during his ad- 
ministration of the office of governor 
deservedly won for him the approval 
of practically the entire people of 
Georgia, regardless of previous politi- 
eal affiliation. 


Record Wins Votes. 

Under these circumstances, defeeo- 
tions from his following would onry 
be expected from those of h:s support- 
ers who were dissatisfied with his ad- 
ministration of office, or who may be 
drawn into the camp of other candi- 
dates by reason of conflicting issues of 
principle. 

I have been unable to find evidence 
of the slightest defection by reason 
of dissatisfaction with Governor 
Brown's administration, which was 
characterized by such wisdom, justice 
and moderation as to avert even criti- 
cism at the hands of the most active 
partisans of the opposing candidates. 

The record of his administration has, 
on the contrary, brought to his sup- 
port in the present campaign a num- 
ber of his former political antagon- 
iats, who, like myself, have thus been 
won to his support—a number of re- 
erults sufficiently large, in my opin- 
ion, to more than counterbalance any 
loss of following naturally consequent 
upon disappointments resulting from 
his administration. 

At one time it seemed as if division 
on the question of prohibition or lo- 
cal option might compel a classi.ica- 
tion of political followers on other 
lines, but the refusal of the state ex- 
ecutive committee to comply with the 
request of Governor Brown to submit 
this issue squarely to the vote of th> 
people went far toward the elimination 
of this question as a paramount issue 
in the pending campaign. 

lf any doubt of this result remained, 
it was silenced by the attitude of each 
of the candidates who vied with one 
another in their protestations of per- 
sonal loyalty to the cause of prohi- 
bition, and in their efforts to persuade 
the ballots of the various voters, re- 
gardless of predilection or professed 
principles. . 

Pope Brown and Local Option, 

To illustrate this view with full jus- 
tice to the candidates themselves, I 
will refer to two representative ex- 
pressions decidedly in point, the first 
being copied verbatim from a letter 
written by Hon. Dupont Guerry, for- 
mer candidate for governor upon the 
prohibition platform, and who is now 
advocating the nomination of Hon. 
Pope Brown upon personal grounds: 

“Itis my recollection that when I 
was a candidate in 1902 on a state 
prohibition platform, the Hon. 
Pope Brown was a candidate on a 
local option platform, and when he 
retired from the race he supported 
Colonel Estill, although the latter 
Was an outspoken local optionist. 

“Recently he declined to declare 
one way or the other on the ques- 
tion of state prohibition until 
Judge Russell declared for local 
option and then (according to the 
newspapers), saying. in effect and 
somewhat complainingly, that 
Judge Russell had forced the issue, 
he, therefore, declared for state 
prohibition. 

“In view of his record and pres- 
ent attitude, I fear he cannot make 
us as strong and positive a cham- 
pion of state prohibition, either in 
the campaign or in office, as the 
situation demands. Reaction or re- 
treat now from state prohibition 
to local option would be disaster 
for the cause for a generation or 
longer. 

“I have hoped, and still hope, 
to be able to espouse the candidacy 
of some prohibitionist with a rec- 
ord, and with the unshrinking 
courage of positive convictions. Al- 
though the prospect at present is 
gloomy, state prohibitionists 
should reserve and preserve their 
solidity and strength for close 
quarters, and then wield them as- 
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suredly in the right direction.” 
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Wm. P. Mitchelson, Brunswick.
